A still later despatch states that 
Sherman has arrived in the pursuit of Paylei- 
vitla, nearly West of Rome, and about fort) 
miles Southwest of Lafayette, while Hood it 
continuing his retreat toward* Padaen, Borne 
thirty-five miles Southwest ot Uayletvilte, and 
and a little Norlbweet of from Atlanta. Jack­ 
sonville, the point to which Hood may eventu­ 
ally retreat, ta twenty miles Southeast of Padt- 
deti, and about eighty mile* nearly due Watt of 
Atlanta.

The yellow fever waa prevailing 
there in a moat malignant form, but it was con­ 
fined chiefly to the old residents. Five out of 
six casas prove fatal. Children and negroes 
mostly escape. The government troops at the 
outpost hava thus far escaped.
